Niagara Regional Police want 
people to turn in unwanted file-

The gun amnesty—the fiist of 
its kind by the local police ser¬ 
vice—will be held Nov. 26 to 29. 
“Even if we get one gun surren¬ 


dered, that’s one gun off our 
streets and the initiative will be a 
success,” said Det Const Mike 
Can; of the NRP’s Provincial 
Anti-Violence Intervention 
Strategy unit 

Carr said weapons are often 
stolen during break and enters 
and used in fire commission of a 
criminal offence. 

"We want to collect firearms 


and ammunition that could be 
the target of a break and enter!’ 
he said. “If we can take them out 
of the hands of people who 
shouldn’t have them, it contrib¬ 
utes to public safety!’ 

Ammunition, handguns, 
rifles, air guns and replica guns 
will be accepted during the 
amnesty. 

Police are asking residents not 


to drop off guns or ammunition 
at a local police station, rather to 
call the PAVIS unit starting Nov. 
25 to schedule a pickup. 

Most surrendered weapons 
and ammunition will be 
destroyed. Firearms with histori¬ 
cal significance wiilbe sentto the 
Centre of Forensic Sciences to 
determine the appropriate dis- 


Any firearm that is ibund to 
have been involved in a crime, 
Carr said, will be held for further 
investigation. The amnesty pro¬ 
vides participants with limited 
immunity ftom certain posses¬ 
sion and storage offences. 

Police will also take any paper¬ 
work associated with the firearm 
being surrendered. The items 
will also be picked up if there is 


no accompanying paperwork. 

PAVIS is a provindally funded 
unit that focuses on reducing 
illegal gang, drug and weapons 
activities in the Niagara by stress¬ 
ing intervention, prevention, 
enforcement and community 
participation.

Remembering the ‘shocking demise’ of the passenger pigeon 



Fellow nature writer; Gerry 
Rising, of the Bufialo Sunday 
news in his recent article enti- 
ded. Shocking Demise of 
Passenger Pigeon Holds 
Lesson, brought back memo- 

As a boy at our Garrison 
Road home I listened to Fort 
Erie naturalist, Bert Miller 

My father and Bert were 
talking about pigeons. We had 
a small flock of Tumbler 
pigeons. Bert made a comment 
about Passenger pigeons. 

I remember his words. 
“There is a friend near Windsor 
who around 1900 still had a 
barrel of pickled breasts of pas¬ 
senger pigeons." 

He said that as a young boy 
the sky was often filled with

flocks of this extinct bird. Note: 
Bert was bom in 1882. 

At the Butler’s Rangers 
Barracks at Niagara in 1779 we 
read that shootingyour musket 
into the air you could hit and 
kill many passenger pigeons. 


"The sky often was dark with 
these pigeons almost all day at 

Here is another testimony. 
Gerry Rising quotes, “ Famed 
naturalistJohnJamesAudubon 

"The air was literally filled 
with pigeons: 

The light of the noonday 
was obscured as if by an 
eclipse. The dung fell in spots 
not unlike flakes of melting 
snow, and the continues buzz 
of wings had the tendency to 
fill my senses to repose." 
Audubon said that the flight of 
these passenger pigeons often 
continued for three days! 

Fellow naturalist to 
Audubon, Alexander Wilson, 
gives his viewpoint. He esti¬ 


mated the passenger pigeon 
population the size of “ an 
almost inconceivable multi¬ 
tude of a mile wide and extend¬ 
ed ibr some 240 miles! Wilson 
calculated that this single flock 
to include 2.2 billion bids!! He 
based his number on no fewer 
than three pigeons per cubic 
yard of sky. 

The Seneca Indians of 
Western New York on the 
Genesee River would visit their 
massive resting sites and har¬ 
vest squabs and eggs in the 
thousands. I wonder about our 
Mohawks on our Grand River. 

Then in the 1700’s the 
Europeans came. The marsh¬ 
lands and forests that served as 
breeding areas for these birds 
were drained and cut down. 


In Bert’s day? A good-sized bird 

Market hunters killed the birds 
and shipped them to the cities 
by barrels. Pickled they served 
growing communities. 
Remember no refrigeration in 
those days. We leam that in 
Pennsylvania alone almost a 
million passenger pigeons 
were harvested in one year! 


You can imagine the event¬ 
ful scenario. It is recorded 
“Sept.28, 1899 the last flock of 
20 were seen by F.J.Saged’ Sad 
but true about the passenger

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Test confirms first 
flu case in Niagara 


The elderly, young

Any doubt that the flu season has 
arrived in Niagara was erased by the 
public health department Monday 
when it announced it had recorded 
its first lab-confirmed case. 

Dr. Mustafa Hirji said tests carried 
out on an infant revealed a strain of 
influenza A. 

“Because there is no real treat¬ 
ment for the flu, we don’t do regular 
tests,” Hirji said. “What we do is tests 
on a schedule through the season to 
try to get a sense of what is going on 
in the community.” 

Although this is the first lab-con¬ 
firmed case this season, Hirji said it 
is unlikely to be Niagara’s only case. 

“That baby had to get it from 
someone,” he said. "So yes, if you 
have a lab case there is very likely a 
lot more of it in the community.” 

That’s why Hirji continues to rec¬ 
ommend everyone get the flu vac¬ 
cine. He says it is the single best way 
to protect yourself and your family 
from the flu. 

The elderly, the young and the 
chronically ill are most vulnerable 
to the flu, which causes coughing, 
sneezing, a sore throat and fever. 
The flu kills about one thousand 
Canadians each year. 

Hirji said most of the Regionrun 
flu clinics are over, but there are still 
some clinics being run in Thorold, 


Flu Facts 

• Flu germs from a sneeze 
can travel up to six feet and 
can live on surfaces for up to 
48 hours. 

• The flu vaccine is a safe, 
effective way to prevent ill¬ 
ness, hospitalization and 

• Serious reactions from the 
flu vaccine are rare. Most 
common reactions may 
include soreness, redness or 
swelling at the injection site 
lasting up to two days. 

• Hand washing, sneezing or 
coughing into your sleeve 
and staying home when you 
are sick reduces the risk of 
the flu.

There are also general immuniza¬ 
tion climes held every Thursday that 
offer the flu shot. 

However, he said, the vaccine is 
still widely available at walk-in clin¬ 
ics and through the more than 200 
family doctors in Niagara. 
Pharmacists can also give the flu 

“It takes about two weeks after 
getting the shot for you to be pro¬ 
tected from the flu, so the sooner 
you get your vaccination the better,” 
Hirji said.

So the world went white 
in November? 

When we lived near 
Georgian Bay and of course 
in London we used to have 
these storms in November 
so it would seem this year 
the 'three chilly sisters’ in 
the early spring were cor¬ 
rect. 

We were to have a cool 
and wet November, 
although I’m not sure any¬ 
one really predicted the 
cold of this past week. 

Every year I wonder, am I 
ready for this? 

The upside is that snow 
whitens and brightens 
those grey days and of 
course to my mind it serves 
as a blanket to keep the 
ground warm. 

And in the moisture that 
surely comes with the melt 
there is a positive for the 
ground. This time of year, 
unlike in late spring, it 
looks pretty too. 


I have always used the 
cold and the snow for 
cleaning. 

When my children were 
babies and in cloth dia¬ 
pers, I found the snow and 
freezing cold were excel¬ 
lent whitening agents. 

When we were north and 
cooking over the open fire, 
the snow cleaned the soot 
so beautifully from the pots 
and oil lamps. 

Now I tend to drape the 
puppy’s blankets and tow¬ 
els in the cold and snow to 
freshen and disinfect them.

When I was a ‘young 
dinosaur’ there were no 
recycling bins and now you 
can properly recycle in 
public spaces as well as in 
your own environment. 


There is apositive empha¬ 
sis on growing organics so 
that we cut back or try and 
eliminate the pesticide 

We use the Internet and 
other resources to help us 
recycle and become better 
stewards of the spaces we 
occupy.

As good and possibly 
excellent as these direc¬ 
tions can be, I think we can 
miss out on the essential 
ingredient.

Not only is it one of my 
favourite herbal scents in 
the greenhouse, the uses are 
so varied. In foods it is well 
suited to poultry 
(Thanksgiving turkey 
American cousins!), meats 
and especially veal. 

It also flavours gravy, 
soups, salads and stuffing. 

Are you hungry yet? 

For health it is particularly 
associated as a memory 
restorative and excellent for 
stimulation of circulation 
and digestion. 

It is also used in creams to 
relax muscles. 

I love a treatment of rose¬ 


mary cream on my feet as a 
cooling in the summer and 
a softening in the winter. 

Easily grown indoors and 
outside in the spring and 
summer, I find it adds life 
and pleasant aroma to my 

And even when dried, it 
keeps the scent alive for a 
long time. 

So while we are a little 
more indoors it is nice to 
know we can keep the scents 
of warmth and flavour with 
us. Try a little rosemary this 
week—a small amount 
dried in a tea form or mix 
with lemon balm for a 
refreshing and wanning 
drink. 

Thanks for sharing your 
ideas and thoughts. I will 
try and respond to all your 
suggestions as the autumn 
moves on.

ZOSTAVAX: PREVENT SHINGIES 

Shingles is caused by the same virus that causes chickenpox (varicella-zoster 
virus). After the chickenpox blisters heal, the virus remains dormant in nerve cells 
in your body. It can become reactivated after many years resulting in shingles. It is 
not known exactly why the virus becomes reactivated, however it is thought that 
having a weakened immune system along with physical trauma, UV light or stress 
may play a role. The risk of developing shingles increases with age and people over 
50 years old are at the greatest risk. The symptoms include a painful, blistering rash 
that often breaks out in one part of the body, usually the chest or upper back are 
involved. Sometimes the pain resulting from shingles can last for weeks, months, or 
rarely years, after the rash heals. This lasting pain has been described as burning, 
aching, throbbing or stabbing and can result from something as little as a breeze or 
the touch of clothing on the skin. Older people are again at greater risk. Shingles 
may also result in skin infections at the site of the rash or scarring following healing 
of the rash. 

Fortunately, a vaccine is now available to boost your immune system and help 
to prevent shingles and its complications. It is called Zostavax and is available to 
adults over 50 years old. The vaccine cannot be used if you are already experiencing 
symptoms of shingles; it is only used for prevention. This vaccine was found to 
reduce the risk of developing shingles by about 50-70% (depending on your age) 
within the first year after receiving the vaccine. 

Zostavax is safe for most people, however it should not be used by anyone who: 

• IS ALLERGIC TO ZOSTER VACCINE OR TO ANY OF THE INGREDIENTS OF THE 
MEDICATION (INCLUDING GELATIN) 

• IS PREGNANT 

• HAS A WEAKENED IMMUNE SYSTEM (E.G., DUE TO CANCER, HIV/AIDS, 
PROBLEMS WITH BONE MARROW, OR OTHER IMMUNE SYSTEM PROBLEMS) 

• HAS ACTIVE UNTREATED TUBERCULOSIS 

• HAS HAD A SERIOUS ALLERGIC REACTION (HIVES, FACE SWELLING, DIFFICULTY 
BREATHING) TO NEOMYCIN
